HITS SPENDING PSYCHOLOGY 
House Committee Slashes 
Funds O f State, Justice 
And Commerce Departments

W ASHINGTON. April 9 
D em anding elim ination of w hat it call'd 
a “deeply entrenched . . 
spending p a th o lo g y " am ong federal officials, 
the house appropriations com m ittee today recom m ended deep slashes in 
State. Commerce and Justice departm ent funds 
It sent to the house floor a $358,825,758 bill to finan ce the three 
departm ents and the federal Judiciary for the fiscal year startin g next 
July I 
Tile total represents a 13 per cent cut from budget estim ates 
but a $40,510,759 boast over current year funds 
By agencies the m oney was earm arked: $143.024 000 for commerce, 
$104,783,408 for State. $35,168,250 for Justice, and $15,850,100 for the
